Major Naval Base Would Be 
Established On Small 
U. S. Island 


fInterna tlonil Newa Service) 
TOKYO. Jar.. 20.—Proposals to 
fortify the Island of Guam as part 
of a huge United States defensive 
system have caused great concern 
in Japan, a spokesman for the Tok­ 
yo foreign office said today. 
The spokesman’s remarks followed 
the action of President Roosevelt 
in approving a bill calling for a 
chain of air. submarine, destroyer 
and mine bases extending from Al­ 
aska to Rhode Island via the Pan­ 
ama Canal.
